My dear People & Friends, 

I wish to report to you my recent visit abroad and the more important events 
in the Diocese since I came back. 

1. Overseas Bishops’ Meeting, April 21-24 at Seabury House. This was an extra 


meeting called to dis- limited finances limit 


cuss the special pro- 
blems, difficulties and 


challenges faces. by * 


each overseas diocese 
and what resources are 
available to help us face 
them. To “recycle our 
resources” was a key 
phrase used in the 
meeting. Points raised 
were: the diversity in 
the make-up of our 
dioceses, lack of trained 
personnel, lack of ste- 
wardship training, ev- 
angelism today must be 
more involved’ with 
society and community 
service, the lack of 
peace and the growth 
of disorder in society 
is a serious challenge 
to church development, 


the number of clergy, 
the inability of indigen- 
ous clergy to become 
non-stipendiary be- 
cause they are not 
equipped to do other 
work, etc., etc. The 
problems of poverty, 
illiteracy, institutional 
costs, mobility of 
people, drugs, drink- 
ing, political corruption 
and political pressures 
caused some bishops to 
say, “I am afraid”. One 
bright note —our dioce- 
san budget asking for 
1973 will most probably 
be accepted without 
cut. 

The Deputy for 
Overseas Relations, Dr. 
Paul Tate, and his 


able staff were with us throughout the sessions. As this was Paul’s last meeting with 
us before his retirement in July, a great tribute to him was made on behalf of the 
overseas bishops by Bishop Francisco Reus-Froylan of Puerto Rico. I wish to add 
that Dr. Tate has been most friendly helpful to me and my Diocese. All my requests, 
it they were reasonable enough, have been promptly and adequately met. 

On April 24-26 there followed a New Bishop’s Meeting at which about twenty 
new bishops of the PECUSA, mainland and overseas, met together with the Presiding 


Bishop and Mrs. Hines as hosts and the P. B. as tutor with Bishop Robert de 
Witt as speaker. The training of Bishops is very much stressed recently. The exchange 
of Bishops was talked about and although no exchange was actually arranged, this 
landed me with invitations to visit the Diocese of South Dakota before and the 
Diocese of Hawaii after the House of Bishops Meeting in October. 

2. Meeting with C. M. S. secretaries in London, April 28. I had one day 
between New York and Singapore to drop in London on April 28 and the Asia 
Secretary of the C. M. S., the Rev. John Carden, arranged for me to have lunch with 
the General Secretary (my old friend Canon John Taylor), and his team of area 
secretaries and administrative staff. Having been a C. M. S. burser before and now a 
Vice-President, I was treated as a member of the family and there were kind offers 
of help to our Diocese in personnel and finance. 

3. Meeting of the Bishops of the CCSEA, April 30-May 5. This began in 
Singapore with the Opening Service and then moved to the Cameron Highlands for 
the next five days. The Rev. Dr. Peter Hinchliff, Director of Mission and Unity of 
the General Synod of the Church of England, gave the Bible study on Indigenization 
of the Church each morning. We found this most helpful both on a spiritual and a 
practical level. Some business matters concluded were: the allocation of the Archbishops’ 
China Fund and the SEA revolving Loan Fund (Taiwan gets $24,000 U. S. for SJSM 
Institute of Technology), the support of a new MRI project (St. George’s College, 
Jerusalem), the appointment of advisers to the Anglican Literature Society (I took 
the place of Bishop Chiu), the approval of a new set of standing order. etc. Matters 
discussed included church union, division of dioceses and the establishment of new 
Provinces, ordination of women and exchange or personnel. etc. 

4. Clergy Movement Rev. C. H. Yang went to St. George’s College, Jerusalem, 
on May 15, the day I returned to Taipei and we missed seeing each other by just an 
hour. He will be away for 3 months and his work in Kangshan is temporarily taken 
over by Rev. Henry Pan. 

Rev. Canon Edmund Der has been appointed by the Board of Governors of the 
Hsinpu Institute of Technology as Acting President from July Ist. We hope that 
Rev. John Ling, who is completing his S. T. M. work at the Virginia Theological 
Seminary, will return in time to take Father Der’s place at the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 

Rev. Wang Hsien-Chieh will leave for the General Theological Seminary, New 
York, in early September, and the Rev. Henry Pan will succeed him at St. James’ 
Church Taichung. 

The Dioceses of Singapore and West Malaysia desire an exchange of Taiwanese 
(Hokkien) speaking priest with our Diocese and so one or two of our Taiwanese clergy 
will have an experience of six months to two years overseas. 

5. Hsinpu Events Baccalaureate service on Sunday, June 11 (St. Barnabas’ Day) 
at 9 A.M. at St John’s Cathedral, Foundation Stone Laying of Bishop Wong Memorial 
Chapel on same day at 3 P.M. Hsinpu, Graduation Ceremony at Chang San Hall on 
June 17, at 10 A.M. at which Vice-President C. K. Yen will speak. You are cordially 
invited to attend all these fuctions and to pray for the new President and the work 
of Hsinpu and its education of young people for service in the economic and industrial 


development of our country.

VISIBLE AND INVISIBLE 


Impressions of a tour of the Holy Land 
By the Rey. C. H. Yang 
Nowadays God leads us forward in progress in this space age. Do you remember 


before the first spaceman arrived on the moon? He was nervous: maybe he® thought 
that after he had arrived something might happen to him. In fact, he had a safe 


landing. 

The moon is a very 
dry place. The mountains 
have no water, no plant 
life, no animals, no grass- 
and of course, no people. 
This is a visible state, 
which reminds me of the 
Genesis description: 

“In the beginning 
God created the heavens 
and the earth. The earth 


upon the face of the 
deep.” 
This descriptic: refers 
to the original state. 
Now let us imagine 
a person with no back- 
ground of the Bible, 
indeed with no know- 
ledge of the Bible, who 
arrives in the Holy Land. 
I think that after visiting 


was without. form and all the sites and getting

void, and darkness was an idea of the geography 
of the land, the main impression he would have would be that the Holy Land has 
many rocky mountains, many dry places and many ruins. Everything is visible, 
that is all. To those who have no Biblical knowledge this is all that is visible to them. 

So, according to the History in the Bible, we know everything as visible facts. 
when I came to the Holy Land it was a great experience. It is holy because of Jesus, 
a Holy Land for Jews, Muslim and Christian but especially because of our Lord’s life 
and work it is holy to Christians. 

The land is the same, the hills and valleys are the same and the air and the 
atmosphere are the same, but the names of the places have changed. The buildings 
have been destroyed, and cities and villages have changed. The old by-paths have 
been removed, the old streets have changed. In fact how much of the old remains? 
Very little: everything is in a state of change. These are the visible facts. 

We however, have come to the Holy Land having read the Bible. Our idea of it 
is biblical, all our associations were biblical. All this melted away on our actually 
seeing the places. And when this happens, does our faith melt away also? No: it is 
renewed. “Blessed is he that has not seen and yet has believed.’ This text comes 
home with a redoubled meaning. 

This place has seen the rise and fall of many empires, The Babylonian Empire; 
the Persian Empire; the Greek Empire; the Roman Empire-all have passed away. 
Gone also is the mighty Muslim Empire: people have been killed, people have been 
deported. New people have occupied the land. New rulers, old rulers: God Almighty 
gives the throne and power to whomsoever he wills. At his wish the nations rose; at 
his wish the nations fell. It is strange that in our own day, the old vine that came 
from Egypt drred for many centuries is now sprouting and putting forth branches. 

It is filling the land. We think this is the Invisible Lord’s act. It may be that the

Lord remembered his people and has now sent them a season of refreshment that 
they may be delivered from unbelief and grafted on the true vine again. 

In Jerusalem we have many Churches with different traditions. The monasteries 
and the convents exist for the glory of God. They are keeping continuously the true 
worship of God and are spreading the knowledge of God through their services. 

The procession of the Stations of the Cross on Fridays is very edifying, proclaiming 
as it does the death of Christ, to the world. This is one service of worship conducted 
for the whole of Jerusalem, a public service with far-reaching results. Christians 
benefit greatly from it and to non-Christians it is a visible witness. This drama of 
the crucifixion gives health to both Christian and non-Christian. 

The Christian Service in Ephata, the pontifical Mission, and at the Mary Lovell 
Home is very commendable. We were very happy to find the children at the homes 
living happily. Christian love and concern were manifest as visible facts at every place. 
The children are made very comfortable with modern bedding and toilet arrangements. 
One wonders if they would have such comfort and food at their own homes. 

According to the Bible we are told: “Do not fear, only believe.” This “belief” is 
an invisible thing; so in the Epistle to the Hebrews it is written: 

“Now faith is the assurance of things hoped for, the conviction of things not seen. 
For by it men of old received divine approval. By faith we understand that the world 
was created by the word of God, so that what is seen was made out of things which 
do not appear.” 

So faith is an “invisible thing” but of this invisible faith men of old gave many 
visible proofs: 

1. By faith Noah, being warned by God, concerning events as yet unseen took heed 
and constructed an Ark for the saving of his household. 

By faith Abraham obeyed when he was called to go out to a place which was 
unknown to him. By faith he sojourned in the land of promise, as in a foreign 


wo 


land, living in tents with Isaac and Jacob his sons, heirs with him of the same 
promise. For he looked forward to the city which has foundations, and whose 
builder and maker is God. 

3. By faith, Sarah herself received power to conceive, even when she was past the 
age of child-bearing. This was because she considered him faithful who had 
promised her a child. Therefore from one man, and him as good as dead, were 
born descendents as many as the stars of heaven, and as numerous as the grains 
of sand on the sea-shore. 

4. By faith Abraham, when he was tested, offered up Isaac; he who had received the 
promises was ready to offer up his only son. 

5. By faith, Moses, when he was grown up, refused to be celled the son of Pharoah’s 
daughter, choosing rather to share illtreatment of the people of God rather than 
the fleeting pleasures of sin. 

6. By faith he left Egypt, not fearing the anger of the King, for he endured as seeing 
him who is invisible. 

7. By faith the people crossed the Red Sea as if on dry-land, but the Egyptians 
when they attempted to do the same, were drowned. 

In all these examples, the well-attested facts which are visible come from their 
invisible faith. 

In God’s eyes there is no present because when you say present, this present is 
past. Again the future has not yet come, and so I say that in God’s eyes we stand 
only in belief and in that way we connect the invisible to the visible.

The conference decided to donate 4% of 
the total income to the Diocese, but in loan payment time it should be limited to 2%

fund for Kindergarten work to aid future projects.

A Visit to St. Mark’s, Pingtung 


Whether the bus driver had experience of competitive racing or whether he had 
a special appointment to keep I shall never know; but we got from Tainan to Pingtung 
in the record time of one hour and twenty minutes. When we alighted we found the 
air to be even more scorching than that of Tainan. You have to be able to endure lots 
of sunshine if you live in the southern part of Taiwan. 

A walk of about ten minutes took us to St. Mark’s, where we were welcomed by 
Father Yen. He entered the Episcopal ministry 12 years ago after leaving the 
educational work which had previously engaged him. He has been in Pintung for seven 
years; but only for three or four years in the present building. He is married, with 
three children, the youngest of whom, James, is at university in Tainan. 

He took us through the little church, which would seat about 60 people, but is 
not normally required to accomodate any more than 20 or so. Beside the worship 
room there were two other rooms-the first a sacristy, and the other an all-purpose

Clergy Conference-all lectures by Diocesan clergy 

April 3rd-5th, 1972 at St. Benedictines’ Priory. 

In the past, all the meditations or lectures at the Diocesan clergy conference had 
been led by guests either from the Roman Catholic church or the other Protestant 
friends. This year, the Diocesan clergy all shared the meditations and discussions 
studying the different roles of a priest as shepherd, spiritual leader, as executive, and 
scholar. The Bishop also lectured on the Anglican Communion. It was a very wonderful 
conference where everybody talked and shared experiences. 


Diocesan Communication Department met to make policy for publications 

Immediately after the clergy conference, Canon E. Der went to Tainan to meet 
with seven members of the Communication Department to work out plans for the 
Chinese Episcopal News and to strengthen other publications. Many laymen had been 
interested in the work and more articles contributed. It had become a monthly 
magazine now. Memoirs of the old Sheng Kung Hui days in mainland China had been 
featured attractions. Special topic for each month was outlined. Synopsis of the 
above mentioned will be included in the Friendship magazine. The other members of 
the department also met in Taipei and confirmed the minutes of the South. Mr. 
Ching-Nung Yang had been appointed assistant editor of the Chinese Monthly.

My dear people & friends, 

Eight months have elapsed since our last issue & quite a few changes & new 
events have happened in the Diocese. I shall report these to you here briefly. 

(1) Personnel Movements-In March, 1972 we lost two valuable workers, Miss 
Louise Reiley, Superintendent of St. Paul’s Clinic, on retirement; and Rev. James Ling, 
Vicar of Holy Trinity Church, Keelung, whom we sent to serve the Chinese Anglicans 
in Mauritius. Both positions have not been replaced by full-time persons & the work 
naturally suffers. 

Miss Ena Somerville, Bishop Wong’s secretary who has since taught English at 
St. John’s & St. Mary’s, kindly came back to the Diocesan office since March for one 
day a week to help with our English secretarial work. 

In May, Rev. C. H. Yang, of All Saints’ Church, Kangshan, went to St. George’s 
College, Jerusalem, for a three-months in-service course for clergy & he returned 
yesterday. 

The President of Hsinpu Institute of Technology (St. John’s & St. Mary’s), Mrs. 
Vivian W. Yen, resigned in June, & the Rev. Canon Edmund Der was transferred 
there to help with the administrative work from July Ist. 

Rev. Wang Hsien-chieh will leave on September lst for New York where he will 
take an S. T. M. degree course at the General Theological Seminary. His work at St. 
James’ Church, Taichung, will be taken over by the Rev. Henry Pan. one of the two 
clergy at St. Paul’s Church, Kaohsiung, which can spare him. 

We had expected the Rev. John Ling, who got his S. T. M. from Virginia 
Theological Seminary in May, to return for full-time work. He has still not returned 
& we are now short-staffed for clergy in the North. 

The Rev. Dr. Paul Delinger, who started our Congregation (St. James’) at 
Taichung over ten years ago when he was a professor at Tunghai University, will 
return in September to teach at Cheng-chi University in Taipei & will help with 
our church work in the Taipei area. 

Our one C. M. S. missionary, Rev. Roy Taylor, of St. Michael’s House & Cheng 
Kung University, Tainan, left for furlough in July & will return in January, 1973. 
He will get married in November in England. 

(2) Visitors-In February we had the pleasure of entertaining the Rt. Rev. Lani 
Hanchett of Hawaii @ Mrs. Hanchett for three days. They saw all our work in the 
Taipei area & met with all our clergy & leading lay people. Before they left Bishop 
Hanchett made us a handsome donation which enabled us to start building a vicarage 
for the Good Shepherd Church. 

At almost the same time as Bishop Hanchett, the C.M.S. Asia Secretary, Rev. 
John Carden, also visited our Diocese. After one day in Taipei, he went down to 
Tainan to see the missionary of his Society, the Rev. Roy Taylor & his work at St. 


Michael’s House. He was much impressed with Roy’s work & promised to give us

further help in personnel & finance. He was able to meet Bishop Hanchett in time in 
Taipei before the latter left. 

In March we had a brief visit of Dr. Joe Matthews’ & his group tfoniethe 
Ecumenical Institute in Chicago. 

In April, Bishop Y. Y. Tsu, visited Taipei again & preached at St. John’s Cathedral 
wearing the robes of the late Bishop Roberts of Shanghai, now in my possession. 
He gave an inspiring message in fluent Mandarin. 

On July 3-7, Mrs. Jeannie Willis, 
editor of Mission Information & roving 
reporter for the Episcopalian, visited 
Taiwan & was accompanied by me for 
a tour of the Diocese from Keelung to 
Kaohsiung where she saw over 80% of 
the work in the whole Diocese. We are 
looking forward to reading what she 
will say about us in a future issue of 
the Episcopalian. 

Close on the heels of Mrs. Willis 
was Bishop Roland Koh of West 
Malaysia who was here from July 8-11 


& we decided to have exchange of Ks The REREe TS ote Beare Desa eae ; 
priests between our two dioceses from 
January, 1973. We will exchange our Stephen Hu, Curate at Good Shepherd, with 
their Wilfred Chee who is fluent in both Mandarin & English. 

Our latest visitor who only left yesterday, is the Rev. Jane Hwang of the Diocese 
of Hong Kong. This is the first time that a woman priest has visited us. She was a 


Hua Chung graduate of 1943 & was interested to learn of our plan for starting a 
Hua Chung high school at Tao Yuan. 


(3) New buildings-the new Vicarage at St. Paul’s Church, Kaohsiung will be 
completed by the end of next month. This is the first building in the Diocese built 
entirely with local money (profits from St. Paul’s Church Kindergarten & a local 
loan). This will save the diocese NT$3,000 rent per month after occupation. 

The Bishop James C. L. Wong Memorial Chapel at St. John’s & St. Mary’s 
Institute of Technology will be completed in November, & Mrs. Wong & children will 
return for the Consecration of the new church on Advent Sunday, December 3.

They have about 25 


basic members and hope to enlist many more. 


Business Executives met with the Bishop 
The business executives of the Church had met with the Bishop and the clergy twice 


to discuss Christian ethics and business. It is hoped that this can continue and grow 


into a regular fellowship too. 
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Diocesan Adult Conference August 26-27, 1972 at Jesuit Retreat Center 

The Laymen Ministry Department sponsored an Adult Conference at the Jesuit 
Retreat Center in Changhua at the end of August which drew 29 from the Northern 
Deanery and about 20 others from the South. Bishop & Mrs. Pong presided at the 
opening service. Fr. P. Y. Cheung, the Bishop’s Hong Kong Commissary was also 
present to address the people. The Bishop’s topic was “The importance of Retreat to 
the Modern Christian”. After the opening service, the members toured around the 
neighboring gardens and temples before plunging into the intensive talks by Chaplain 
Shi of the Changhua Christian Hospital. He gave an excellent series on Christian 
and Mental Health. Fr. John Chien was the chaplain of the Retreat and Fr. H. C. 
Wang also celebrated the Communion. It was a very rewarding meeting as it opened 
the channel of mental health and the Christian faith for the members. 


Clergy Wives Conference Aug. 21-23, 1972. 

The First Diocesan Clergy Wives Conference was held at St. John’s & St. Mary’s 
Institute of Technology August 2lst-23rd, 1972. When all the 14 ladies arrived at the 
Institute, Mrs. E. Der gave a tea party at the President’s Office and Canon Der 
formally welcomed them and reported on the present state of the school. Then after 
settling down the luggage, dinner served and the Bishop presided over the Opening 
service. Fr. P. Y. Cheung greeted the ladies from Hong Kong Churchwomen. Mrs. 
Wei Ya Wu-Wang of the Lutheran Church, a famous author and broadcast meditation 
script writer gave a talk on “Devotion and Study of a Housewife” and then Mrs. En 
Chi Chou-Li, a Methodist author and preacher also gave a talk on “The Christian 
Home” The rest of the time had been spent on very delightful disucssions on the 
experiences of being a clergy wife led by Mrs. Pong and situation plays and games 
led by Mrs. E. Der. At the end of the meeting Canon Der, the Acting President gave 
a luncheon for the ladies and introduced some of the School staff to the guests. Plans 
had already been drawn up for an annual meeting. 


The Rey. Paul Delinger Ph. D. arrived Taiwan 

Dr. Paul Delinger, a linguistic expert in the field of Liao and Miao languages and 
formerly Dean of the Foreign Languages Department of Tunghai University and thus 
founded St. James’ Church Taichung 1960 came back to Taipei and will rejoin his 
family where young Paul had been studying Chinese and Mrs. Delinger housekeeping. 
Fr. Delinger will be full time professor at Chengchi University, also teaching at St. 
John’s and St. Mary’s part time and he will be in charge of the English congregation 
of the Cathedral starting in the middle of September. 


Good Shepherd 2nd Stage Expansion 

Church of the Good Shepherd was built in 1966 with the first stage and now 
finally the construction permit had been approved by the Government and the second 
stage will be finished before Christmas. This will include: Hanchett House, donated 
by the Bishop of Honolulu as the Vicarage, and three classrooms for Christian 
Education and Kindergarten, one small chapel and conference roOm, one kitchen and 
one lavatory, one storeroom. All these will cost $16,000US, the Diocese will make an 
interest free loan of $8500 US and donation from Honolulu was $3,000 US the rest 
the Church will have to raise it through rummage sale, handicraft sales to US and 
the Kindergarten. 
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St. Paul’s Vicarage about finished 
St. Paul’s Church, Koashiung had launched into the 3rd stage of construction 


which is their Vicargge. They made a loan from the Diocese and will pay it back in 
a few years. It will be completed in October. 


Rey. P. Y. Cheung, Bishop’s Hong Kong Commissary visited Taiwan 

The Rev. P. Y. Cheung, Vicar of St. Matthias’ Church, Vice-Chairman of the 
Hong Kong Chinese Christian Union, Bishop’s Hong Kong Commissary came to Taipei 
to visit the Diocese and he spent 10 hectic days attended three conferences and met 
every priest and visited every church in the Diocese. He had’ raised $10,000 HK for 
the Church Cemetery in Taipei. When he left, he pledged to keep on talking and 
selling “Taiwan Church” to Hong Kong Anglicans. 


Bp Pong-President and Canon Der Vice-President of SJSMIT 

Since Sept. lst, 1972, Bishop J. Pong who had been professor for many years in 
Canton and Hong Kong became President and Canon Der Vice-president and Dean 
in Residence. The Rev. Canon Edmund B. Der, B.A., M. Div. was appointed Dean of 
Studies acting for the President. on July Ist, 1972. He will be in full residence at St. 
John’s & St. Mary’s. He had been for five years lecturer at National Taiwan University 
and three years Associate Professor at Tamkang College. He is concurently Vicar of 
the Church of the Good Shepherd. A School-opening Eucharist was celebrated at the 
Chapel of the Advent on August 30th, 1972 where over 50 of the staff attended. There 
will be a monthly Communion on Feast days for the staff and weekly services for 
students on Thursdays and Sundays. An active weekly Bible study group meets on 
Friday night too! The Institute re-opened on Sept. 6th, 1972 with a record high 
enrollment of 1548 all boarders, 140 teachers in 4 departments. 


New Dean and Canon for the Cathedral 

On St. Matthew's Day, Sept. 2lst, 1972, The Bishop resigned from being the 
Dean and appointed Canon M. C. Chia as Dean of the Cathedral. The Rev. 
Samuel Ta Tung Chen, Dean of the Southern Deanery to be collated Canon to the 
Ordinary. 


Bp J. Pong-bound for Ethiopia and States 

Bishop Pong will leave Taiwan on Sept. 22nd, 1972 and go to Addid Ababa for 
the Bible Society meeting, and then to London and 
U.S. to attend the House of Bishops meeting. He 
will be visiting Fr. Ling in Mauritius and attend a 
Seminar on Organisation Development in Chicago 
plus visiting the dioceses of South Dakota and 
Hawaii. He is due back on Nov. 15th, 1972. In his 
absence, Mr. F. T. Lei will be the lay administrator.
